Just a couple of the successes 
that McAlduff points to are the 
K-5 Literacy Program and the

Murder victim burned to death 


Danielle Oliverio was still alive when set ablaze 


WILMINGTON - The Medical 
Examiner's report has deter- 
mined that Danielle Oliverio 
was still alive when she was set 
on fire. 

Oliverio, the 25-year old 
Quincy woman who's burned 
body was found in a wooded 
area in the vicinity of 200 
Ballardvale Street two weeks 


ago, suffered a brutal end. The 
cause of death, according to 
Medical Examiner Kimberly 
Springer, M.D., included stran- 
gulation with hyoid bone frac- 
ture, and blunt impact with rib 
fractures. The hyoid bone, 
which is located in.the neck 
and is not articulated to any 
other bones, supports the root 
of the tongue. 


Smoke inhalation is also listed 
as a cause of death, indicating 
that the victim was alive and 
breathing when the fire was 
set. 

In another section of the 
death certificate that calls for a 
description of how the injury 
occurred, it reads succinctly, 
Pra beaten, and set on

WILMINGTON - In a 4 to 1 
vote the Board of Selectmen 
chose to support the proposed 
affordable housing project 
known as Canal Village, which 
is slated for Lake Street.

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Argument over rights 


‘To the Editor, 

I've read with interest the 
recent letters to the editor on 
the subject of our 
Representative's vote to put the 
issue of same sex marriage to a 
popular vote. The arguments 


for such a vote seem to be “It's 
the people's right to vote!” 
While the right to vote is basic 
to our constitution, the right to 
equal treatment under the law 
is also fundamental. There is 
no question that this is an argu- 
ment over rights. 

Do gays have the right to 


equal treatment under the law? 
Under our Federal and State 
constitutions, they should. It is 
also clear that they do not have 


equal rights to establish a rela- 
tionship with a partner under 
our present laws. Even the 
Massachusetts Court can not 
grant those rights that are sub- 
ject to Federal limitations. I'm 
not cl exactly how many 
rights are limited by Federal 
statute, but they are a signifi- 
cant number. The question 
then is “Can or should the peo: 
ple be allowed to vote on limit- 
ing the man rights of a 


e it; the opposition to 
same-sex marriage is a reli- 
giously-motivated one. In this 
Commonwealth, it is the lead- 
ers of the Catholic Church in 
conjunction with conservative 


fundamentalist Protestant 
leaders that have driven the 
rhetoric. The fact that a large 
number of the residents of the 
Commonwealth signed a peti- 
tion to require a popular vote 
on this issue of minority rights 
is a testament to the influence 
of these leaders on their con- 
stituency. One other funda- 
mental principle of our 
Constitution is that our legal 
system should be free from con- 
trol by religion. The problem 
with marriage is that it is both 
a religious and a secular insti- 
tution. Religious leaders have 
a right to influence the reli- 
gious practice of marriage in 
their various religious groups, 
but they have no right to force 
the acceptance of their beliefs 
on the secular community. 

For Mr. Miceli to allow his 
Catholic heritage to dictate his 
vote on a matter of secular 
human rights is a violation of 
his duty to represent all the 
people - especially those in the 
minority. Our Constitution has 
never been used to limit human 
rights, and the right of popular 
vote of the majority should not 
be used to dictate minority 


rights. Mr. Miceli's vote in 

favor of this attempt was reli- 
giously motivated and wrong.

I discovered that after John 
Lennon's death in 1980, a band 
of youths painted a mock grave 
for Lennon on the back wall of 
a churchyard. The wall became 
riddled with colorfully painted 
words of John Lennon's peace 
ideals and his lyrics, -which 
never sat well with the commu- 
nist police force. Day after day 
the police would whitewash the 


youth of Prague would always 


find a way to redecorate it with 
their opinions and, to the dis- 
may of the police force, the wall 
never remained clean for long.

The writings on the wall 
remained a non-violent protest 
by the Czech youth until the 
Velvet Revolution in 1989 when 
communism peacefully fell in 
Czechoslovakia.

Nationwide statistics under- 
sgore the need to raise aware- 
néss around the dangerous 
ptoblem of dog bites, and to 
edfucate the public about what 
can be done in the way of pre- 
vention. According to the 
American Veterinary Assoc- 
iation and Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, more 
than 4.7 million Americans suf- 
fer from dog bites each year. 
The severity of the bites obvi- 
ously varies, but 800,000 people 
are injured seriously enough 
each year to require medical 
attention. Twelve people die 
due to mortal wounds. 

While these numbers are both 
staggering and alarming, some 
of the most surprising facts 
may be that 61 percent of dog 
bites occur within pet owners’

homes, and 43 percent of all 
dog bites involve children being 
bitten by the family dog. As 
such, parents can take a large 
"bite" out of these high inci- 
dence rates simply by learning 
some basic guidelines that will 
help their children avoid get- 
ting bit by their own dogs. 
"Many of the tips we give our 
clients are pretty straightfor- 
ward and appeal to one's com- 
monsense, but they have proven 
very successful and are based 
on what we have experienced 
and learned over our 15 years 
of training dogs," stated Liam 
Crowe, Bark Busters' COO and 
master trainer.

* Face the dog at all times but 
don't make eye contact with the 
dog or stare - it can be per- 
ceived as a sign of aggression; 

* Back away slowly, watching 
the dog from the corner of your 


eye; 

© If the dog knocks you down, 
roll up into a fetal position with 
your arms covering your head 
and neck and play dead; don't 
fight back. 

Dogs can be wonderful, loving 
companions. To keep yourself 
and your dog happy and safe, 
act responsibly. By following 
the above tips, you can help 
reduce the risk of your dog bit- 
ing others, or getting bit by a 
strange dog yourself.

MEMA issues power outage 


safety tips 


FRAMINGHAM, MA - "Severe 
Winter Weather, including 
heavy wet snow, sleet freezing 
rain and high winds, has the 
potential to cause power out- 
ages throughout the 
Commonwealth," warns Mass- 
achusetts Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency Acting Director 
Ken McBride "The weight of a 
one-half inch build-up can be 
enough to snap tree limbs, 
causing them to fall and bring 
down power lines disrupting 
electrical service." 

The Massachusetts Emer- 
gency Management Agency 
(MEMA) has the following tips 
for dealing with a possible win- 
ter power outage: 

Check _ flashlights and 
portable radios to ensure that 
they are working, and you have 
extra batteries. A radio is an 
important source of weather 
and emergency information 
during a storm. 

Have sufficient healing fuel, 
as regular sources may be cut 
off. Have emergency heating 
equipment and fuel (a gas fire- 
place, wood burning stove or 
fireplace) so you can keep at 
least one room livable. Be sure 
the room is well ventilated. 

If your water supply could be 
affected by a power outage (a 
well-water pump system), fill 
your bathtub and spare contain- 
ers with water. Water in the 
bathtub should be used for san- 
itation purposes only, not as 
drinking water. Pouring a pail 
of water from the tub directly 
into the bowl can flush a toilet. 

If pipes freeze, remove insula- 
tion, completely open all 


faucets and pour hot water over 
the pipes, starting where they 
are most exposed to the cold. A 
hand-held hair dryer, used with 
caution, also works well. 

Set your refrigerator and 
freezer to their coldest settings 
(remember to reset them back 
to normal once power is 
restored). During an outage, do 
not open the refrigerator or 
freezer door. Food can stay cold 
in a full refrigerator for up to 24 
hours, and in a well-packed 
freezer for 48 hours (24 hours if 
it is half-packed). If you have 
medication that requires refrig- 
eration, check with your phar- 
macist for guidance on proper 
storage during an extended out- 
age. 

In order to protect against 
possible voltage irregularities 
that can occur when power is 
restored, you should unplug all 
sensitive electronic equipment, 
including TVs, stereo, VCR, 
microwave oven, computer, 
cordless telephone, answering 
machine and garage door open- 
er. 


Review the process for manu- 
ally operating an electric 
garage door. 

If you lose your heat, seal off 
unused rooms by stuffing towels 
in the cracks under the doors. 
At night, cover windows with 
extra blankets or sheets. Food 
provides the body with energy 
for producing its own beat. 

Cheek with elderly or disabled 
relatives and neighbors to 
ensure their safety. 

Be extra cautious if you go 
outside to inspect for damage 
after a storm. Downed or hang- 


ing electrical wires can be hid- 
den by snowdrifts, trees or 
debris, and could be live. Never 
attempt to touch or moved 
downed lines. Keep children. 
and pets away from them. 

Do not touch anything power 
lines are touching, such as tree 
branches or fences. Always 
assume a downed line is a live 
line. Call your utility company 
to report any outage-related 
problem, 

Make sure you always have a 
well-stocked Winter Home 
Emergency supply kit that 
includes flashlights, portable 
radio, extra batteries, a first 
aid kit, bottled water, non-per- 
ishable food and a manually 
can opener.

“It's deceiving at first,” 
McCoy said. “It seems narrow 
from Lake Street, but the prop- 
erty opens up as you walk into 
it. I like the property and I like 
single-family homes. It's not a 
big cluster development, it's a 
neighborhood feel in a neigh- 
borhood environment.” 

Selectman Michael Newhouse 
agreed with McCoy. 

“We've got a nice cul de sac 
development, we've got local 
preference for three units, we 
get credit for the affordable 
units, but we also have afford- 
ability with the market rate 
units,” Newhouse said. “If you 
can't support this project, you 
really couldn't support any 40B 
project anywhere in town.” 

At just under $400,000, the 
market rate homes at Canal 
Village are priced far below the 
largely high-end new construc- 
tion that has been built in 
Wilmington over the last year 
or so. 

“We're seeing million-dollar 
homes being built in 
Wilmington,” said Carole 
Hamilton, Wilmington's 
Director of Planning & 
Conservation, “That's not 
affordable to most of our chil- 
dren. $400,000 may be afford- 
able to our children.” 

Selectman Suzanne Sullivan 
was the sole voice of opposition. 

“Personally, my opinion is, I 
can't support a 40B,” Sullivan 
said. “I feel it is my responsi- 


bility as a selectman to uphold 
our zoning laws. Unfortunately, 
we do have 40B ordering us to 
ignore our zoning laws.” 

Sullivan stated that affordable 
housing was indeed important 
for the town, but should be rel- 
egated to “appropriate” areas 
of town. She stated that that 
particular area of town had 
“paid its dues” by accepting the 
Shawsheen Commons develop- 
ment, which is situated off of 
Hopkins Street on the other 
side of the Shawsheen 
Elementary School. 

Sullivan cited myriad .meet- 
ings in which she and other res- 
idents formed the Master Plan 
and other planning documents 
that marked several areas of 
town for affordable housing 
development. One of those 
areas includes the parcel slated 
for Crystal Commons, but that 
project too Sullivan is against 
due to its density level. 

“I cannot go against all of 
those plans and against all of 
the work of people that attend- 
ed those meetings,” Sullivan 
said. “When do we say no? 
We're at 10 percent (affordable 
housing stock), we've paid our 
dues.” 

Hamilton clarified that 
Wilmington has not, in fact, 
attained the state mandated 10 
percent affordability of its 
housing stock. Furthermore, 
though there may be enough 
units in the pipeline to achieve 
10 percent in the near future, it 
will be a short-lived accom- 
plishment. As soon as the 2010 
census is released, according to 
Hamilton, the town is likely to 
be as many as 60 units short of 
the goal.

Murder victim

Wilmington police and firefight- 
ers found her burning body. 

At approximately 9:11 p.m. on 
pene January 29, firefighters 
and police responded to a report 
of a brush fire on Olde 
Ballardvale Street and found 
Oliverio under a tree by a smol- 
dering section of wooden fence. 
Olde Ballardvale Street is locat- 
ed off of Ballardvale Street on the 
left hand side, less than a quar- 
ter-mile in from the Route 125 
intersection. Though once a 
through-street, the construction 
of Interstate 93 in the early 1960's 
cut across Olde Ballardvale and 
rendered it a dead end. Only one 
warehouse - currently vacant - is 
located on Olde Ballardvale. The 
parcel on which the warehouse 
sits is part of the Agfa complex. 
The section of area that the vic- 
tim's body was found burning, 
though desolate, is within shout- 
ing distance of Interstate 93. 
The death was quickly ruled to 
have been a homicide and 
Oliverio was Positively identified 


District 
Attorney's Office, State Police, 
and Wilmington Police are work- 
ing in a joint investigation to 
answer the questions surrounding 
Oliverio's murder. 

“This is an open and active 
homicide investigation,” District 
Attorney Leone said on Tuesday, 
January 30th. “We are seeking 


any and all information that peo- 
ple may have about the victim or 
the circumstances of her death.” 

‘This marks the third body found 
in that general area within the 
last 10 years. The skelefal 
remains of Amy “Brandi” 
Sullivan were discovered behind 
the IRS building on Ballardvale 
Street in Wilmington on August 7, 
1996, Sullivan, from Tewksbury, 
was 17-years old at the time of 
her disappearance. Her murder 
has not yet been solved. 

Four years ago the remains of 
19-year old Melissa Doherty were 
discovered off of route 125 just 
over the line in Andover, less than 
a mile away from where police 
found Oliverio. Doherty, like 
Oliverio, was also burned. Unlike 
Oliverio, however, Doherty's 
hands and feet were bound and 
her throat was slashed. 
Doherty's killer has not yet been 
found. 

Police are following all | 
and are conducting blood tests 
and other forensic testing in the 
Oliverio investigation. 

"We've interviewed _ several 
dozen people regarding the disap- 
pearance and death of Danielle 
Oliverio,” said Wilmington Police 
Lt. Christopher Neville. “We are 
now trying to verify the stories 
and alibis of several people who 
have provided information about 
their knowledge and familiarity 
with the victim.”

The simplicity of it all was the 
Cape Ann League title was up 
for grabs. The team that came 
out with the win on Tuesday 
would take the crown. 
Wilmington stormed back from 
a six-point deficit late in the 
second half to beat North 
Andover by nine points with the 
72-63 victory. 

Can you say, the Wildcats just 
won their sixth straight Cape 
Ann League title. SIXTH 
STRAIGHT! 

According to the Wilmington 
High School Hail of Fame 
Committee, the school’s athlet- 
ics “began just before World 
War I (before 1918) through 
1929, but the Great Depression 
brought athletics to a halt, not 
to be resumed until 1935.” Thus 
throughout almost 90 years of 
high school athletics here at 
Wilmington, no team, and I 
repeat no team, has ever won 
six straight league titles. 

The only other team, besides 
boys basketball, to come close 
was the Field Hockey program 
which captured five straight 
from 1973 to 1977. But Tuesday 
night history was made when 
the final buzzer went off on the 
North Andover High School 
gymnasium floor which got 
more action than a Chuck 
Norris movie. The crowd 
stormed the floor, jumping up 
and down and celebrating with 
the entire team, which came 
just seconds after head coach 
Jim McCune was leaping up 
and down in front of the 


Wildcat bench, arms up in the 
air and the biggest smile he’s 
ever shown in his 18 years as 
head coach. 

Wilmington High has had a 
long list of terrific coaches 
through the 90-year history. 
There's Fred, there's Mr. 
Kelley, there’s Jan Wood, 
there’s Dick, there's Alice, 
there's Mr. Lyman, there’s 
Coach Scanlon, and then 
there’s Coach McCune, who 
could very well be the best to 
ever guide a Wildcat athletic 
team. Tuesday night marked 
Jim’s 312th career victory, his 
sixth straight league title 
championship ~and ‘seventh 
league title since coming here 
in the winter of the 1989 season. 

In these six title years, 
Wilmington has a combined 
record of 118-36, meaning the 
team has won 77 percent of its 
games. During that span, the 
Wildcats are 79-17 against Cape 
Ann League teams which trans- 
lates into an 83 percent rate. 
How incredible are those two 
numbers? 

McCune has captured league 
titles with all kinds of different 
teams.

- Greg Stewart, John Olivere, 
Matt Bibeau, Craig Melillo and 
Zack Fahey — learned to play 
with one another, learned to 
trust one another and learned 
to win with one another.

Sughrue is now 342 on the sea- 
son and also becomes just the 
third sophomore in the history

“I was pumped,” he said about 
the title win. “I was really 


excited and this is what I want- 
ed since the start of the sea- 
son.” 

During his four plus hours of 
rest, Sughrue said that he did a 
lot of thinking and also started 
to have conversations with 
other wrestlers which seemed 
to boost his confidence. 

“I was just thinking about 
who (Collins) wrestled and how 
he wrestled,” said Sughrue. 
“He lost to a Pentucket kid who 
I pinned early so that gave me 
some confidence. Plus I talked 
to a couple of kids who wrestled 
him and they said I wouldn't 
have a problem wrestling him. 
So I was confident and not real- 
ly nervous heading into the 
match. 

“Last year nerves got into my 
system (during matches) and I 
would stop breathing and that 
just killed me. That hurts a lot 
of people because they get so 
nervous, they stop thinking and 
stop breathing. It happened to 
me a couple of weeks ago when 
I stopped breathing and I got 
tired on the mat, but I’m not 
like that anymore.” 

That confidence and lack of 
nerves really seemed to be the 
difference. Sughrue started out 
every strong in the title match, 
before really taking it over 
scoring a lot of points in the 
final period. 

“As soon as he opened up and 
felt comfortable, Stevie just 
took the match away from 
(Collins),” said head coach 
Mike Pimental.

Those pre-season “gases” are 
surely paying off now. 

Known for having his team 
run, run and run at practice, 
Wilmington High boys basket- 
ball coach Jim McCune 
watched his team completely 
run Masconomet right out the 
Larry Cushing Gymnasium on 
Friday night. With an eight- 
point halftime lead, the 
Wildcats totally wore out a 
solid Chieftain club in the sec- 
ond half, outscoring the oppo- 
nents 42-17 in the final 16 min- 
utes to come away with the 
very impressive 82-47 victory. 

That win pushed Wilmington 
to a 15-2 overall record, but 
more importantly it eliminated 
Masconomet from the league 
championship. The win set up a 
league title showdown played 
this past Tuesday night against 
North Andover. 

“We kind of let them play with 
us in the first half,” said 
McCune. “Our defense was 
loose. I think in the second half 
we got a little bit more pressure 
on the ball, their passes 
became more tentative and we 
made our game. I didn’t think 
they would be able to run with 
us throughout the entire game. 

“It was an up and down game 
and we were only by eight 
points but we had to make the 
adjustment against their zone 
(defense) and we put (Matt) 
Bibeau up at the foul line arid 
let him rojl to the ball because 
that middle was wide open. 
And the guys did a great job at 
the end of the first half finding 
(Bibeau) and then we just 
picked up in the second half 
with John (Olivere) made a 
couple of threes and that was 
Ke 

Bibeau led the way with 23 
points, including 18 in the first 
half, while, Zack Fahey (19), 
Olivere (13) and Greg Stewart 
(11) also ended in double fig- 
ures. Throughout the entire 
game, Wilmington’s defense 
forced countless number of 
turnovers. and steals which 
resulted in many easy lay-ups, 
a slam dunk by Fahey, not to 
mention a handful of terrific 
passes as each player did a ter- 
rific job of finding the open 
man for the easier shot. 

“When we're shooting the ball 
like we did tonight, we're very 


tough to beat,” said McCune. 
“But you know what this was 
everybody. Greg Stewart didn’t 
score a lot of points but just the 
work ethic that he brings. And 
you can’t overlook Bibeau 
either.” 

Fahey got the packed crowd 
going early on as he picked off 
a Masco pass and went down 
the left side of the court, before 
leaping to the right side of the 
basket for the slam dunk which 
got his schoolmates all excited. 
Midway through the second 
half, Fahey continued his 
impressive showings with a two 
straight steals and lay-ups, 
which was followed with anoth- 
er drive to the hoop and two 
free throws as part of his 19- 
point performance. 

“Zack's got to understand that 
he’s capable of that and when 
the game is chaotic, he’s at his 
best,” said McCune. “Because 
there’s no one who can guard 
him in the open field.

But when we're 
struggling and we're in the 5- 
vs-5 halfcourt offense, he’s not 
as effective. You stay in the 
press even though you're get- 
ting beat because you want to 
see if you can get him going 
because he can score you three 
baskets in like 30 seconds.” 

The first half was a tremen- 
dous 16-minutes of back-and- 
forth offensive showdown 
between two high school teams. 
Masco’s Cobby Belakonis gave 
Wilmington plenty of first half 
headaches. In the first 11:55 of 
the game, he scored 16 points, 
He scored his seventh field goal 
inside the paint with 4:05 to go 
giving Masco a three-point 
lead.

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When a Winchester resident walked in the front door of Reading business owner Dahn Cohen’s 


shop neither person knew the real value of the object that had been brought from Winchester. 


However, some careful research by Cohen, proprietor of Sales 4 U Online, and an avowed antiques col- 


lector showed that the colorful, crystal paper- 
weight could have some real value in an online auc- 


tion. 


The piece was a late 1800's crystal paperweight 
that had been given to the elderly seller’s father by 
a-former United States Congressman. However, the 
seller did not know much more about the history 
and would not be interviewed for this story. 

Cohen looked into several books and catalogues 
he has access to and found that some paperweights 
were worth between $500 and $1,500. Because the 
history on this was so sketchy he and the seller 
agreed to a $300 starting bid on e-bay.com, where 


Cohen sells all of his consign- 
ment items, 

Cohen said he told the seller 
“It may go for more or it might 
not get the $300. I would rather 
not sell something (because the 
price is to low) than disappoint 
my client.” 

As it turned out, the starting 
bid was not nearly enough. 
Cohen listed the paperweight 
for a week and the price started 
to climb immediately with 
responses coming from all over 
the world. 

“The next day (February 3) 
the price was up to $750,” Cohen 
said. “I knew we had some- 
thing. For the week it was on it 
was the most looked at piece of 
art glass on e-bay. 


“It sold fer $9,200 because it 
was a very rave piece.” 

The buyer was a person from 
Pennsylvania who Cohen 
described as a “very‘serious col- 
lector. Anybody with $9,000 to 
place down on a piece of glass is 
a very serious collector.” 

Cohen also admitted to get- 
ting quite an education from 
many of the bidders expressing 
interest in the paperweight. One 
person eventually informed him 
that the item was listed under 
the wrong name. 

“I had it listed under the 
wrong name because I did not 
know of Cliché,” Cohen said. “I 
had it listed as a Millefiori.” 

According the information he 
received from paperweight col- 


lectors, there are only three 


paperweight — manufacturers 
from the period the piece was 
made. They are Baccarat, 
Cliché and St. Louis. 

Cohen’s piece had two mark- 
ings, which easily identified it as 
a Cliché. The first is the amount 
of white, called a carpet, around 
the flower designs. The second is 
a prominent pink rose placed on 
the outer edge of the globular 
paperweight.

Reading's Dalm 
Cohen, proprietor of Sales 4 U Online, sold the piece online for $9,200.00 : 


Cohen then said the collector 
offered to make a $4,000 bid. 
However, when the bid came in 
it was $40,000 and the bidder 
had to recant the bid. Cohen 
noted that the next bid in-line 
was now up to $8,200. 

At one point about half way 
through the week the paper- 
weight was up for auction, the 
price was in the $3,000 range. 
Cohen said a bidder contacted 
him and offered to buy it at 
$5,000 if the item was taken off 
auction. 

Cohen said he was not even 
tempted and the paperweight 
stayed on the internet auction 
block for three more days until 
it closed at 8 p.m. on Friday, 
February 9. 

“J just don’t run my business 
that way,” Cohen said. 

A trip to Cohen's website, 
www.salesduonline.com —_ will 
give the browser a link to the e- 
bay items he is selling. At that 
site several items are up for 
immediate sale and several are 
up for auction. The auction 
items will stay on-line until the 
agreed on time, usually one 
week, has expired. 

At the same e-bay link, the 
browser will find a comment 
page. Cohen is rightfully proud 
of the fact that in his six 
months of business he has 
received 302 comments and all 
of them are posi..ve. 

As an example, while the 
interview was going on, a 
woman came into the shop at 
180 Main Street in Reading and 
asked about consigning a dia- 
mond ring for auction on e-bay. 
According to the woman the 
ring, which was quite large and 
very pretty, had been valued at 
$8,000 and she wanted $6,000, 
which would have netted Cohen 
about $1,000 in commission. 

However, Cohen turned the 
deal down. He very carefully 
and sensitively explained to the 
woman that the diamond would 
not show as well on the on-line 


service and would probably not 
draw the asking price. 

He then advised the woman 
to take it to a jeweler who had 
offered $5,000 for the ring. 

Cohen explained the necessi- 
ty of his business as an adjunct 
to people who are trying to sell 
an item on e-bay. The process 
can be complicated as an 
account has to be established 
with the on-line company and 
photos have to be taken of the 
item and then displayed proper- 
ly to show off the item in the 
best light. 

He added, “(There is a lot) 
of customer research and other 
details that can affect the final 
price if not handled correctly. 
Most people just don't have the 
time, which is where 
sales4Uonline comes in.”

Cohen saw this as an opportuni- 
ty to dabble in the antiques he 
loves and to create a profitable 
new business as well

The Queen provides a 
glimpse of the British 
monarchy at a difficult 
crossroads, moments that 
were totally unscripted in the 
royalty rulebook of etiquette. 

The movie begins as the 
newly elected prime minister, 
Tony Blair (Michael Sheen), 
arrives at Buckingham 
Palace for a ceremonial 
meeting with the queen 
(Helen Mirren, who might as 
well head home with the Best 
Actress Oscar right now), 
who must formally invite 
Blair to form a government 
despite his popular election 
by the citizenry. Several 
months after this awkward 
meeting, while the royal fam- 
ily is vacationing in their 
castle in Balmoral, Diana, 
the divorced Princess of 
Wales, dies in a car crash in 
Paris. 

The rest of the film con- 
cerns the queen’s inability to 
understand the people's mas- 
sive outpouring of grief for 
Diana, and the people's dis- 


tress over the royals’ appar- 
ent absence of sorrow or 

ing. This disconnect is 
understood by Blair, who 
takes it upon himself to 
entreat the queen to cut 
short her vacation, return to 
London, and demonstrate 
visible signs of mourning. 
It’s an ironic position for him 
to take, having come into 
office with a progressive 
agenda that disdained the 
monarchy. 

We watch the royal family 
moping around the recesses 
of their castles, watching the 
constant footage of them- 
selves on television and 
responding unapprehending- 
ly as the people condem 
them for standing on ceremo- 
ny. Mirren is magnificent in 
the role. Sheen and james 
Cromwell also give excellent 
interpretations of their real- 
life characters.

He can’t 
sell his scanners, he can't 
pay the rent, and the IRS is 
closing in for back taxes. 

As luck would have it, 
Chris happens upon a new 
opportunity.
